Thomas Bell, superintendent of con- 
tructlon at .the Market-street school, 
now In course of erection at. Marke 
and ' Twenty-ninth streets, fell a dls 
ance of two stories this morning from 
he building and was terribly Injure 
by the fall, and It is believed cannot 
ive. He'was removed to the Hecelv- 
ng Hospital, where'he was examined, 
by Dr. L. L. Biggin, who found that 
Bell's left arm was broken twice, once 
above and once below the elbow;. hl3 
upper Jaw was fractured, his left hip 
broken, his nose smashed and two ot 
his smaller ribs broken, besides which 
he was suffering from Internal Injur- 


ies. 


Bell lives with, his family at 1614 


Twenty-fourth avenue, and went , to 
his work at .the usual time this morn- 
Ing. 
He Is,sixty-one years of age, and 


Is employed by the City Booed of Ed- 
ucatton In superintending the erection 
of the building. At this time he Ml h» 
was up on the second floor of the 
building, which is not yet completed 
and' So walking along stepped on a 
board, the end; of which was. project- 
Ing over the beam on which It was 
laid, and tiped up with him as he 
placed his weight upon It, allowing him 
to go down. 


Several" of the workmen heard, his 


cry fo'- help as he shot down through 
the space between the floors, but were 
unable to,gi\e him any assistance be- 
fore he crashed to the ground. He 
turned slightly as he fell and struck 
on his side, his left arm being under- 
neath him. He was unconscious when 
he was picked up, but came to. him- 
self sufficiently while on his way to 
the hospital to be able to tell how.the 
accident happened. He was suffering 
'.great pain, however, and_ hardly re- 
alizes how seriously, he is injured..

day night. University at California' en- 
tomological' students, William H. Volck 
and.I*. H-'Day, attended to'the fumuga 
tton of the fashionable hotel, and, when 
the guests began to get sick and one ol 
their number was rendered unconscious, 
and doctors were hastily summoned, it 
developed that the noxious fumes had 
leaked through the clothes chute and en- 
tered the sleeping apartments of the 
lodgers, carrying with them all the hor- 
rors and dangers of the worst form of 
asphyxiation. 
• 


The .accident has been carefully kept 


from the public, and when it did gain 
publicity early this 'week it was given 
out that the poisoning had been due to a 
leaky tube for a gas stove in the room of 
Vliss Lincoln. 
This story was allowed 


n go uncontradlcted in the hope of con- 
cealing the* real situation, which, as Dr. 
Thomas C. McC'leave, the attending phy- 
iclan said this evening, was of so serl- 
ius a nature that it deserved at the time 
he sternest rebuke on his pao-t. .He said 
hat It was Incredible that' college sct-t 
entlsts should have been BO ignorant of 
he dangers of cyanide of potassium pois- 
oning as to place a whole hotel, with 
nearly lou guests, in a position to suffer 
fatal consequences 
from inhaling 
the 


most deadly fumes 'known. - He admit- 
ted that the cyanide of P9tasslum was 
very successful as an insect sxtermlna- 
:or, but he also pointed out that humans 
were not Immune to-Its fatal powers. 


The whole affair started from -an in- 


explicable migration of cockroaches into 
the basement, kitchen and pantry of the 
Berkeley Inn, causing consternation to 
the proprietors of the big hostelry'. Mrs. 
Ann B. Pray, the landlady, in despera- 
tion, appealed to the entomological de- 
partment of the university, beseeching 
the "bug experts" of that Institution to 
furnish her relief from tho ravages of 
the noxious Insects. Two special stu- 
dents, .acquainted with, the Insecticides 
and their use, were detailed on the case, 
and they went about'their work with the 
greatest caution. 
They stopped up ' all 


possible leaks and made the ' rooms to I 
be fumigated as airtight as they knew. 
On Monday night they began operations. 
Although the rooms were supposed to be 
absolutely safe from leakage, the clothes 
chute had been overlooked, and the gases 
slipped up the shaft and leaked through 
the plaster walls Into the sleeping apart- 
ments above. 


The first Intimation that Mrs. Pray 


had that any trouble was following the 
fumigating was when. In passing 'the 
room occupied by 
Miss Lincoln, 
she 


heard groans of a very suspicious nature. 
Sl(e made an effort to arouse her sick 
lodger, but was unsuccessful. 
Then she 


summoned aid and..the door.was broken 
down. Miss Lincoln was found lying on 
her bed unconscious and in a'precarious 
condition. A leaky tube, connecting with 
her gas stove, led' to the belief at first 
that she had been asphyxiated by illumi- 
nating gas, as the odor of this was strong 
in the room. 


Dr. Emma S. McKay, living in 
the 


building, was summoned to attend to the 
young woman, and while working over 
her she, too, suffered from a' mild form 
of asphyxiation and succumbed, neces- 
sitating the . calling In of Dr. McCleave. 
The latter soon diagnosed the case as 
far different -from gas poisoning^ and, 
after making an Investigation, he soon 
learned the source of the fumes, this 
corroborating his own. views of the case, 
as based on the girl's condition. 
Dr. 


McCleave worked over her until 3 o'clock 
in the morning before he would admit 
that his patient was out of danger, and 
it was no,t until hours later that she 
ultimately regained consciousness. 
She 


has now recovered from the effects of 
her dangerous experience, but she was 
for several days in a very bad state. 


That her leaky gas tube was not re- 


sponsible for her .asphyxiation was made 
plain by ' the condition of four other 
guests In the inn. They were all over- 
come' with' nausea and suffered all the 
preliminary symptoms of cyanide of po- 
tassium poisoning.

While Dr. McCleave speaks very harsh- 


ly, of the carlesness of the college en- 
tomologists In atemptlng to fumigate, 
a , big house with such 
a '. dangerous 


poison, the university men insist that 
they used all necessary precautions and 
that the clothes chute is responsible for 
such harm as actually befell the occu- 
pants of the hotel.

Bevendge's Corrupt Lobby. 


A plainly inspired story comes from Washington to the effect 


that a powerful and corrupt lobby, controlled by the railroads and 
tig mine owners, is opposing joint Statehood for Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
The motive for the opposition is alleged to be an aversion 


to paying the increased taxes that wr.uld be assessed under a State 
government. 


This sounds rather lame. The opponents of joint Statehood ard 


in favor of separate Statehood. 
The taxes xvould be as high, if not 


higher, with Arizona and New Mexico admitted as two States as 
they would be if the Territories were admitted as one. The tale 
of the corrupt lobby is, therefore, fatally defective in a vital par- 
ticular. 
It is evidently a creation of the heated fancy of Senator 


Beveridge, who grossly misrepresented the public sentiment of the 
two Territories on his return from a flying trip through them. He 
appears to be working himself into a state of mind to justify his 
opposition to the wishes of the inhabitants of New Mexico and 
Arizona. He ignores the fact that the people down there are not 
fighting against Statehood, but are protesting again-st being united 
as one State. They desire separate Statehood as speedily as pos- 
sible, and it was to defeat separate Statehood that the joint State- 
hood proposition was brought forward. 


The rich mine owner Senator Beveridge alludes to is evidently 


the brother of Senator Clark of Montana, chief owner of the United 
Verde, one of the richest copper mines in the world. As Senator 
Clark has flatly announced himself as favoring the immediate ad- 
mission of Arizona as a separate State, the Beveridge story falls 
again of its own weight. If what he says of railroad activity to 
defeat the joint Statehood tpil! is equally lacking in verisimilitude, 
there is little to it. Just now the railroads are rather unpopular, 
and perhaps Senator Beveridge thinks he can bolster up his position 
by saddling the separate Statehood proposition with their unpop- 
ularity. 


Curiously enough, his sensational statements follow immediate- 


ly on the heels of an interview given out by Colonel Epes Randolph, 
formerly connected with the Southern Pacific, but now a wealthy 
mine owner of Arizona, stating that the people of Arizona are prac- 
tically a unit in objecting to jointure with New Mexico. Possibly 
the Beveridge ston was given out to offset 
Colonel Randolph's 


statements. 


A man 78 years old has been sentenced to 1000 years in 
the 


Texas State pri-on. This is the first time it has been intimated that 
incarceration in the Texas State prison is conducive to longevity. 
But perhaps the rigor of the law in this instance is applied only in 
a Pickwickian sense. 


The Ryan-Harriman Dispute. 


E. H. Harriman saj s he did threaten Thomas F. Ryan with 


political influence in relation to the Equitable insurance matter, but 
he says he did so because he suspected 
the 
"purity of 
Ryan's 


motives" A good many people have entertained the same sus- 
picion. R>an paid $2,500.000 for 502 shares of Equitable stock 
(earning the control of the corporation), of a par value of $100 per 
share and entitled under the law to draw dividends not exceeding 
7 per cent per annum. The par value of the entire block of stock 
is $50,200. Measured by its dividend earning capacity, this stock 
is not worth more than $75,000. Yet Ryan paid $2,500,000 for it 
solely to prevent, so he says, the Equitable company being forced 
into the hands of a receiver to the injury of the policy holders. Why 


J 


should Mr. Ryan put up such a vast sum for the protection of peo- 
ple he does not know. But the Equitable company has 
assets 


valued at $114,000,000 and a net surplus of $10,000,000. Is it too 
much to suppose that Ryan bought the stock control at such a high 
price to gain control of the financial machinery and enormous assets 
of the Equitable0 Is not a suspicion regarding the purity of his 
motives entirely reasonable under the circumstances? 


' 
There are nineteen bankers in the Ohio State prison, exclusive 


of Cassie Chachvick, and three more are under indictment prepar- 
atory to joining the gang.

in the Buckeye penitentiary to hold a bankers' convention.

Professional Jurors Are Barred. 


One of the clogs on the administration of justice in this State 


is the professional juror—the man that is always hanging around 
to do jury service solely for the trifling compensation there is in 
it.' Needless to say a man of this type is not the kind of a juror 
the law contemplates. But it appears that the law of California was 
expressly framed to prevent professional jury service, though the 
statute in this respect has long remained a dead letter because 


x sheriffs like to pick up jurors with as little trouble as possible and 


district attorneys are inclined to seek their own convenience in such 
matters. 
In Redding £he other day the attorney for the defense 


in a criminal action objected to such talesmen as had been summon- 
ed on juries during the previous twelve months on the ground that 
they were disqualified under section 199 of the Civil Code. 
The 


third subdivision of this section reads as follows: 


"Any person is not competent to act as a juror (3) who has 


been discharged as a juror by any court of record in this S£ate 
within a year, as provided in Section 203, or who has been drawn 
as a grand juror in any such Court and served as such within a year 
and been discharged." 


The defendant's attorney contended that this section did not 


leave to the juror the option of serving or declining as he saw fit, 
but peremptorily disqualified all jurors drawn on venires during the 
receding year. The Court sustained the contention and the tales- 
nen objected to were dismissed and their names, stricken from 


I the venire. Indeed, the language of the statute admits of no other 
construction. 
In express terms it declares service within the year 


readers a man incompetent for jury duty. Evidently it was aim- 
ed.dir^ctly at th&_profess?onal juror evil. ,,,,

Rollins for expelling from her house a 
female boarder whom Bradley visited 
In an intoxicated condition.

A look gathered from contact with life experi- 


ences, a look betraying intimate knowledge of things which 
should as yet be to them a sealed book.» 


And the worst part of it all is that the fathers and 


mothers of these self-same boys either cannot or will not 
look after them, other than to see that the wants physical 
are provided for. Some of the parents are too busy to give 
close attention to their children, others are too tired, at the 
close of a hard day's work, and yet others, by far too 
numerous, are totally indifferent as to how their boys put 


the hours after school. 
Some of them even forget 


And it's just at this point that the Boys' Retreat gets 


gets in its good work. 


"The Boys' Retreat?" I fancy hearing some one ex- 


claim, with an inflection which betrays lack of any knowl- 
edge of such an organization, although it has been in ac- 
tive existence for the last five years. 


The Boys' Retreat is for boys, and boys alone—little 


chaps, who must be under the age of fourteen to be able to 
join the club. 


"The club?" 


"Oh, yes, but a club easy of access. 
There is one rule 


only necessary for eligibility to this haven of boyhood, 
and it is summed up in a single parapraph, posted conspic- 
uously to the foreground—near the picture—if I remem- 
ber rightly. This is what it reads: "The use of profane 
language, smoking, fighting, shouting, etc., are positively 
forbidden." 


Any boy can comply with this simple condition—at 


lesat any manly boy—and most boys are manly—provided 
the trait is brought out and strengthened. 


Every member of the Retreat has to pay 15 cents a 


month for the privilege of belonging, and the boy doesn't 
exist in Oakland who can't earn that much money inside i 
of four weeks' time 


And such good times they have there of an even- 


ing, instead of roaming aimlessly about the streets. 


You possibly may have passed the spot many a time 


without even guessing at the amount of fun going on 
inside. 


It's right in the heart of town—at least the heart near 


by where boys grow thickest. On Eighth street—close/ 
neighbor to the OAKLAND TRIBUNE, and directly be- 
neath the Galindo hoteipin that same well-known building.

Mr, Mummert certainly is a wonder, for in all these five 


years he has not paid out one dollar for any labor done 
about the Retreat. And the place is fitted up with all sorts 
of contrivances to make moys happy and useful. 


The manual training department is particularly invit- 


ing to boys whose animal spirits will not allow them to sit 
quietly passive while anything interesting is happening. 
There is a printing press and several cases of type. By and 
by, when the boys learn how to stick type—there's to be a 
little weekly paper—just for themselves—telling about 
what they're doing, and all sorts of things that youngsters 
care to know. 
For the athletes—the fellows who are obliged to know 


how to give and take what necessity in guise of the bully, 
compels—there are rings, bars, slides and a punching bag. 


Along side are tables with all sorts* of boyish games— 


checkers, Messenger Boy—and things of that sort. 


On the opposite side is ranged a long desk supplied 


with reading material, and on shelves above, neatly piled 
and arranged, are the story books and tales of adventure 
dear to boyish hearts. 


In the midst of it all, set in an enclosure which pro- 


tects it from too rough usage, is a fairly good, old-fash- 
ioned piano—played on all too seldom—for not a member 
of the club understands anything-at all about making music 
of this sort. But I have Mr. Mummert's word for it that 
to a boy, they're wild over singing and playing.

SAU" FRANCISCO, Dec. 16.-There are continual evi- 


dences that the present Schmitz administration, steered by 
Abe Euef,.is bent on making a record for itself that it will not 
be so easy to attack. A good many of the appointments already 
agreed upon have been of a superior kind, and at the head of the 
list is Attorney William T. Baggett, who is to be the first As- 
sistant City Attorney. 


Our new City Attorney, "Fat" Burke, was considered a 


ereat political joke. Everybody knew that he was not a lawyer 
of such standing as to fit him 'for a place as attorney df one of 
,the great cities of the Union, and there is no possible doubt that 
!had Abe Euef believed that he had the faintest chance in the 
world to defeat City Attorney Percy V. Long, he would have 
named a very different man for the place. But having named 
Burke, and the Union Labor landslide having carried Burke 
into office, Euef had him on his hands, and he knew better than 
.anybody else that such a City Attorney might get the admini<- 
jtration into a great deal of trouble and make it ridiculous. 


So the boss, who is nobody's fool, whatever else he may be 


said to be, looked around for an able lawyer who would accept 
the principal job under the City Attorney, and who would ren- 
der opinions in which there would be more law than foolish- 
ness. He found that Baggett would take the job. At once he 
told Baggett he could have the place. 


]STow the story goes that Mayor Schmitz lacked about the 


I appointment of Baggett, because that attorney had not support- 
led him and the Union Labor ticket.

Burchard 
came up from San Jose not a great while ago after, having some 
I rather disagreeable experiences there, and since then has not 
I done anything specially notable except to attach himself to the 
I tail of Euef's kite. Euef tried to make him a Superior -Judge, 
I but the people would not stomach anything of that sort and 
iBurohard was very badly defeated. His appointment will not 
jshed any particular luster on the administral ion.

Another lawj er who is to have a place under Burke is A. S. 


|]Sre-nburg, Avho long ago was nicknamed by Porter Ashe, with 
whom he was then associated, "Lobster a la Newburgh." The 
designation is at once fitting and misleading. Newburg is an 
oafish sort of chap in appearance, and recently came into notice 
through a lively row with Judge William P. Lawior, who en- 
deavored to punish him for contempt. But for all his awkward 
I mannerisms and his ungentlemanly methods in court, Newburg 
I is a very hard worker and is a great master of the technicalities 
] of the law. So he will not be misplaced in looking up abstruse 
I law points and working on difficult briefs. 


Still another lawyer who is to get a good job is your old 


friend Cleveland L. Dam, who used to be a resident over in your 
city. He is to have the place of attorney for Treasurer Bantel, 
[who was another of the political accidents of the recent election. 
His appointment is considered a direct slap at John McDougald, 
the present treasurer, who, it will be remembered, was an active 


candidate for the Eepublican and Fusion nomination for Mayor 
against Mayor Schmitz. Mayor Schmitz and Euef do not like 
McDougald a little bit, and the appointment of Dam was ar- 
ranged to give the treasurer a rap, on the nose. 


McDougald is, and has been for a long time, the treasurer 


of the Building Trades' Council. He held that job when he 
was first elected City Treasurer, and some of the Union Labor 
men thought that he would pick out a Labor Union attorney for 
his office. But he was elected as a Eepublican and then went 
out and found Arthur G. Fisk, now postmaster, and made him 
his attorney. This offended the Union Labor people, and par- 
ticularly the people of the Building Trades' Council. So now 
Euef has taken up Dam, who is attorney for the Building 
Trades' Council and has made him attorney for McDougald's 
successor. That is rather a refined method of administering a 
rebuke.

Now the position of attorney for the City Treasurer is a 


very fat one. After Fisk had been appointed to the job, he had 
a law passed giving the City,Treasurer and his attorney certain 
fees for the collection of collateral inheritance taxes. As Fisk 
Had been Speaker of the Assembly and was very popular at Sac- 
ramento, as he is among the Eepublican politicians generaEy, re 
had no trouble in having the bill passed. The fees growing out 
of the collection of the inheritance taxes, though not large for a 
man of the wealth of Arthur Fisk, might be considered enor- 
mous for a man of the lack of wealth of Cleveland L. Dam.

Last week I had something to say about possible develop- 


ments in land fraud cases and the possible connection of United 
States District Attorney Devlin with them. I called attention 
to the fact that though there have been three proscutions of 
Cress Unger within eight months nothing at all seemed doing in 
some land fraud cases of far greater importance and involving 
men of far greater influence and position. 


The matter I referred to was an investigation made by 


some of the Federal authorities of the office of our State Sur- 
veyor General, Victor H. Woods. That investigation came to a 
head over three months ago, and that is the last that any of us 
have been able to hear of it. Some months ago Frank J. Heney 
expressed the opinion that if he could get time to go at the mat- 
ter he could land some very big fish in connection with the ir- 
regularities in the State Surveyor General's office. Then came 
the investigation. 
Then came silence. It seemed 'to me the 


matter was being smothered. 


But Devlin says he doesn't know anything about the scan- 


dal. Of course, if he does not know anything about th t investi- 
gation he cannot have had any hand in protecting anybody. But 
at the same time his ignorance of the matter would not be very 
complimentary to him, as it would be an indication that the 
authorities who were making the investigation did not care to 
take him into their confidence. That was the way things were 
done in Oregon; and there, when everything was right for the 
exposure, United States District Attorney Hall lost his official 
head. 


But now the President has sent Heney into Kansas instead 


of into California, and Washington professes as much ignor- 
ance of the investigation of the Surveyor General's office as 
does Devlin. ,If a move is not made very soon it may be neces- 
sary to take an inquiry concerning the suppression of the mat- 
ter right into Congress. Just now there a're quite a number of 
people in Congress who are rather more than willing to investi- 
gate anything that seems at all likely to smirch the executive de- 
partment. But it may be said again that if there were half or 
a quarter of the industry shown in these land fraud matters that 
has been shown in the persecution of poor Cress Unger there 
would be a tremendous noise and popping now going on and 
some very eminent gentlemen would be hunting their holes.

IN AUMEDA 


Japanese Takes up the Issue and 


WiH Try to Bring About 


Reform. 


AlAMEDA, 
Deo 
16 —The little 


brown men of this city who are earn- 
est members of the Japanese 
Young 


Men's Christian Association and Jap- 
anese Association, are laboring In a 
crusade to stamp out the lotteries and 
other gambling games they claim are 
openly carried on In the "Little Shang- 
hai" located at Park street and Lin- 
coln (formerly Railroad) avenue 


Street 
meetings 
denouncing 
the 


games of chance were recently held by 
the Japanese, an "Anti-Gambling" ban- 
ner displayed and much oratory in- 
dulged In by excited Japanese 
Fall- 


Ing to hold the games in check. Rev 
S. Tasakl, representing the Japanese 
Y M C. A, wrote a letter to the Ala- 
meda Advancement Association whose 
directors ordered it sent to the Board 
of 
City Trustees 
The letter, with 
Manager Hartog s reply presented al 
the commute session of the Board last 
night, reads as follows 


December 8, 1905 
"Mr John H Hartog, Mgr Alameda 


Advancement Association, Alameda — 
Dear Sir. I came to see you yester- 
day to ask for youi help for oui move- 
ment to abolish the gambling 
among 
Japanese and Chinese in the China- 
town of this city 


"We have been trying \ erv hard for 
a long time to break up the game and 
to prevent the Japanese from attend- 
ing it by ever} means In our power 
but In vain 
Sometimes It has 
been 


stopped for a week or two but as soon 
as oui -\lgllance lessens they take up 
their disreputable business still on a 
greater scale 


"At first there were two tables for 


gambling in the whole China town but 
now they have about 
fifteen 
tables, 


which shows there has been an in- 
crease of great numbers of gambleis 
In this citj 
Till about two years ago 


the Japanese her» In Alameda were in 
general honest diligent people and we 
had \ery few cases of fighting and 
stealing, but since then 
I am very 
sorry to say, that there has been an 
Increase of a great man> of Japanese 
of laay, bad character among us and 
we hear not seldom of fighting and 
stealing and other cases of the kind 


PROFESSIONAL GAMBLERS 


"Besides this a great many profes- 


sional gamblers 
have become used 


to coming to Alameda from Oakland 
Berkeley and San 
Francisco 
where 


gambling was abolished or at least not 
publicly open 
"We tried nearlj every 


means against this overflowing tide to 
persuade our countrymen from attend- 
ing the poisoning game by which not 
only they have been demoralized, but 
they lose nearly all the money they 
get by their honest hard work every 
day and by which most of them com- 
mit a heavy debt which they cannot 
pay as long as they continue in the 
game 
The} lose nearlj 
everything, 


econo ilcaliy and morally which en- 
ables them to live as a good, honest 
people by indulging in it 


"Once or twice we appealed to the 


policemen about it but if my judg- 
ment be not mistaken thev seen:

COUNTIES 


FOR FEDERAL AID 


Mayor Frank K. Mott in Address 


Tells of the Great Future of 


This Vicinity. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. H.—Frank 


K. Mott, Mayor of Oakland, was one of 
tho speakers here today at the fourth 
semi-annual meeting of the 
counties 


committee of the California Promotion 
Committee. He delivered an address on 
the subject, "The Bay Counties' Need for 
Federal Aid." His remarks In full fol- 
low: 


"MR. 
CHAIRMAN and GENTLEMEN: 


To be placed la touch with such an or- 
ganization as is represented in this im- 
portant assemblage Is to be given a 
prominence In the great movement for 
the development 
of California which 


I do not feel that I have earned. 


"When the Invitation came to me in 


the form of a request to represent the 
bay counties at this convention, my first 
thought was to decline—this, on the 
ground that I was not qualified for the 
important duty of presenting that sec- 
tion's needs as they should be given 
publicity. 
After reflection I concluded 


that the honor of selection could not 
'be passed, and that I must do the best 
In my power to make the representations 
to your Influential body which occur to 
me as In line with the theme assigned 
me. 


M U T U A L BENEFIT. 


"Gentlemen, I am greatly appreciative 


of the distinction which this organiza- 
tion has given to me in this convention, 
and I hope there wll be mutual benefit 
from our meeting. For my part, I know 
that I shall return to Oakland with an 
accumulation of knowledge which will 
be used, 1 trust, to the advantage of 
our people thereabouts. 


How shall the Federal government 


assist the bay counties? 
"Inasmuch as the bay counties bor- 


der on the great harbor of San Fran- 
cisco bay. their chief concern is for the 
development of this harbor in the inter- 
jst of'commerce, and therefore the ques- 
tion carries us to the subject of Fed- 
oral control of the 
navigable waters 


of our nation. 
"Fortunate are we that the National 


treasury is strong and resourceful. 
For 


of all the great functions of our gov- 
ernment, none is more important to the 
well-being of the people than the free, 
unhampered use of tho Nation's water- 
ways, the rivers, lakes and bays upon 


hich a mighty commerce has been de- 


veloped and is growing at a rate un- 
precedented in the history of the world. 


PROTECTION. 


"It Is right that the strong arm of 
the Federal 
Government should stand 


as the protecting force over our navi- 
gable waters, so that they shall ever 
bo open to free and un trammeled use 
by" all of the people, safe from the en- 
croachments of private interests, which 
might attempt, and doubtless hnve at- 
tempted, to exploit to private gain these 
great heritages with which nature has 


bay a commerce, the extent of which 
cannot be estimated. 


PROTECTION. 


"I refer to these subjects, which are 


matters of common knowledge, that we 
may be fully Impressed with the need ol 
a zealous and a constant protection ol 
this splendid harbor for the benefit of 
tho commerce that must be carried over 
Its safe •waters. 
"As the Pacific shores attain suoh a 


prominence in the vast marts of trade 
the great transcontinental railroad sys- 
tems begin to reach out, following the 
true course' of empire, westward. 
It is 


worth while as we pass to observe tho 
trend of railroad development. 
"From north, east and 
south 
the 


railroads are looking for outlet upon 
the bay shores. 
Within a short time 
the great Santa Fe system has found 
Its way to San. Francisco 
bay. 
The 


Western Pacific has reached tide-water 
at. Oakland. 
Up from the south new 


railroad projects 
are 
looking 
In 
the 


same direction. 
From the north there 


Is stimulating news of development along 
the Marln county shores. 
Both steam 


and electric systems are struggling to 
get a footing which will bring them 
to the harbor. Down from the Napa val- 
ley comes a new electric line tapping 
the rich vineyard districts and finding 
terminus at Vallejo. 


"All

where deep water can be found for 
miles and miles, the shore Is being cov- 
ered with great Industries, located there 
because of the facilities which bring 
rail and water together. 
And at my 


own city of Oakland there is a steadj 
progress of Improvement which means 
In the future the utilizing of a harbor 
frontage of Inestimable value to the city. 


"We of Oakland believe our city is 


the natural Western railroad terminus, 
and to that end we have an interest in 
the conservation of harbor facilities not 
second to any of our slater cities around 
the bay. 


"The Federal Government has expend- 


ed many thousands of dollars In the 
improvement of Oakland harbor. 
And 


we are grateful to our representatives 
In Congress for their efforts In this di- 
rection. 
Much more can be done and 


undoubtedly will 
be 
accomplished to 


make our harbor sufficient for the needs 
of a rapidly increasing commerce. The 
western shore'of Alameda county must 
one day be the scene of great shipping 
Interests. 


REACH OUTWARD, 


so lavishly endowed our land. 


'It is fortunate, too, that 
nation 
, 


Is rich enough to carry out such mag- 
nificent schemes of river and harbor 
improvement as have been accomplished, 
not only on our own Coast, but through- 
out the country. We should not be- 
grudge a dollar that is well spent upon 
our waterways. 
'Every penny honestly 


and Intelligently used to the end that 
commerce shall be benefited, is a dol- 
lar of profit to the people. Keep every 
safeguard around our streams and har- 
bors so that there shall ever be that 
freedom which means so much to all 
of us in the development of our modern 
civilization. 


FULL BENEFITS. 


"Let the Federal Government continue 


its wise and beneficent protection; let 
the National authorities never relax a 
jealous guard over our natural water- 
ways; let no private interest take prece- 
dence over public interest, and we shall 


receive as a nation and as indi- 
.1s full benefit from these—nature's 


'It has been given me to appear be- 


ever 
vidua 
own endowments. 


"I am satisfied that when the facil- 


ities of the city of San Franclaco begin 
to be limited that commerce will reach 
eastward for its docks and piers whore 
rail and ship can be brought together 
under the most 
favorable 
conditions. 


But it is needless for me to go further 
and to expatiate more strongly than I 
have done on this subject. 
The point 


must bo pressed home that Federal con- 
trol and supervision of the great harbor 
of San Francisco 
and 
Its tributaries 


must not be relaxed. 


"The government work ' around the 


bay has been in the direction of Im- 
proving conditions. Obstructions are be- 
ing constantly removed; new channels 
are being made and old ones deepened. 
Notably the channel through the uppec 
bay to -Mare Island Is at last In a fair 
way to be made permanently navigable 
for deep draught vessels, the jetty sys- 
tem having been adopted by the en- 
gineers. 


"But I must confess my Inability to 
take up in detail all the needs of the 
San Francisco bay counties. Not being 
nn engineer I do not believe myself com- 
petent to lay down the recommendations 
which should govern the men who have 
charge of this important work. 


"But in making a general survey of 


the conditions, I do not believe it would 
be out of place for an emphatic declara- 
tion on the lines of the broad principle 
that the Federal Government should ex- 
ercise most vigilantly its powers to for- 


War disapproved the first plan because 
he structure as proposed was consld- ' 
ered to be an obstruction to free and 
unrestricted commerce. 


RIVER TRAFFIC. 


"To my mind It Is essential that the 


aay and river traffic which Is carried 
on through the straits 
of 
Carquinez 


should be given the first consideration, 
And this naturally brings up the sub- 
ject of the great tributaries—the Sac- 
ramento and the San Joaquin rivers— 
which navigable streams it Is very es- 
sential the Federal Government should 1 
keep open to traffic. With a full real- 
isation of thslr Importance. I feel that 
the United States authorities should ex- 
ercise the utmost care before permis- 
sion be given 
to 
bridge 
Carquinez 
straits. 
Tot It Is In the very nature 


of human progress that there should be 
•ueix a structure across that passage for 
the Improvement of railroad travel. 
"We oannot stand still. The demand 


for better facilities In 
railroading 
Is 
nothing 
more than the 
demand for 
advance all along the line. As the prob- 
lems arise we must meet them, but we 
must' meet them In a spirit of fairness 
to every Interest concerned. 
While I 


stand for progress, I also stand for an 
adjustment of relations so that all sides 
shall be given full and free opportunity 
to benefit by not only our natural ad- 
vantages but those which come from a 
Juat and equitable administration of gov- 
ernment. 
"In addition to the bridging of the 


Carquinez straits. Contra Costa county 
Is vitally Interested In the deepening of 
the channel of the San Joaquln river on 
the northern and eastern boundary of 
the county, and the confining of the 
waters of the river within reasonable 
limits—It appearing 
that 
during 
the 
spring months' the river overflows and 
renders valueless thousands of acres of 
that county's best lands. It occurs to 
me tliat this Is a matter that may well 
receive our attention and an appropria- 
tion should be asked for the employ- 
ment of expert engineers and the carry- 
ing Into execution their recommenda- 
tions. 


THE PROBLEMS. 


"In the course of affairs questions will 
arise from time to time looking toward 
. 


the bettering of navigation on the bay 
and Its tributaries. 
The Federal Gov- 


ernment with Its splendid resources In 
men and money can be trusted to exer- 
cise its powers as the problems are pre- 
sented. To the credit of the engineering 
forces that have had supervision of our 
harbor good work has been done in the 
past. 
Our representatives in Congress ' 


have been faithful to their trust and as 
the years roll by and the demand for 
improvements grows, I am confident that 
we shall receive adequate attention from 
the Federal authorities. 
"Not only should Federal supervision 


be given to the harbor itself, but to all 
of the navigable streams tributary to 
he bay of San Francisco. 
This means 


as much to our local commerce as does j 
.he continued improvement of the har- i 
)or proper to deep sea and coast-wise 
commerce. 


LOCAL TRAFFIC. 


Those of us who are concerned par- 


ticularly In the growth along the east- 
ern shores of Son Francisco bay are 
ntarested as much In local traffic as 
we expect before many years to be 
nterested In the great ocean-carrying 
trade. And it Is our purpose to stand 
strongly behind our representatives in 
all projects which will benefit not only 
:he harbor as a whole, but all of the In- 
:erestB which are concerned In Its ad- 
vancement. 
"The more one studies the geography 


of the San Francisco bay district the 
more one Is Impressed by Its stupendous 
possibilities. 
From every point of the 


compass there is favorable 
outlet 
to 
these waters. Millions of capital have 
already been attracted to these shores. 
Many millions more are to follow as the 
growth of population and of commerce 
create the demand. It should be our aim 
to see to It that all comers have a fair

An address of great Interest was made 


Thursday evening. December 7, by L. L. 
Solomons, a prominent attorney of San 
Francisco, and a leader in Jewish circles, 
before the Council of Jewish "Women of 
Oakland. 
The address was made in the 


vestry rooms of 
the 
Synagogue- 
at 


Twelfth and 
Castro streets, and 
the 


speaker's remarks were received with a 
great deal of Interest and applause. The 
following are extracts from the lecture: 


"Tho commemoration last week-of the 


pioneer settlement of Jews upon the 
American continent was marked by much 
overwrought sentiment in the public ad- 
dresses, and dangerously near to a verge 
of hysteria. 


"In a. pardonable exultation over the 


event, wa were even inclined to overstep 
the bounds of historical accuracy. 
In 


this we were not alone at fault 


"Our Christian friends, or those who 


pass as such, have liberally encouraged 
us In this reckless self-praise. 


"Wo people of Israel, humblo enough 


in our adversity, are rather quick to. as- 
sume a cheerful complacency when For- 
tune smiles upon us, or a single laurel 
of success graces our brow. 


"That's the time we pause In the pur- 


suit of material things and praise the 
spirituality of Israel. That's the time we 
point to men of our faith who have 
achieved distinction in the realm of high 
finance and call ourselves a nation of 
priests and a holy people.". 


ON MARRIAGE. 


Speaking on the subject of marriage 


and intermarriage between Jew and Gen- 
tile, Attorney Solomon says: 


"It is the Premier Balfour, an un- 


worthy successor of the Jew, Disraeli, 
who. 
with a combination of ignorance, 


impudence and stupidity, tells that same 
Parliament that they can hardly be ex- 
pected to regard in any other light than 
that of aliens, a people who persistent!} 
refuse to Intermarry with us. 


"We would like to ask that astute 


statesman (whose inglorious administra- 
tion cams to a close this 
very day) 


whether he regards as aliens the millions 
of Catholics who refuse to "intermarry 
with us," nay, who in defiance1 of the 
laws of all civilized countries (which de- 
clare marriage to 
regard an alliance 
except under certain restrictions, as a 
'state of concubiage,' 


"What would bo said of this species of 


petty treason if practiced by the Jews? 
What would be said of our loyalty and 
our patriotism If. following the example 
of tho Catholic Archbishop of Maryland, 
wo (pronounced the 
anathema of ex- 


communication upon those of our faith 
who attend the weddings of divorced per- 
sons legally divorced and legally mar- 
ried. 


"Yet we do not hear our Catholic fel- 


be a civil contract) 
with a non-Catholic, 


low citizens denounced as aliens." 


ANOTHER LESSON. 


In concluding his 
address, 
Attorney 


Solomon says: 


"We draw another lesson from this his- 


tory making era. What has been done by 
and for the Jews In free America must 
and shall be done in less enlightened 


,nd». 
Two centuries and more of free- 


dom have made us bold, but bold for 
righteousness. 


'We shall not be driven to embrace the 


Zionlstlc creed in self-protection -nor to 
advocate Immigration aa a panacea for 
persecution. 
We must 
stand 
for, 
a 


jravar sentiment than that, a sentiment 
of no surrender. 
Our people must b« 


permitted to work out tneir own ealva- 
:lon 
In whatever environment they may 


first be found. 


"America will always lead the world In 


sheltering the homeless and franchising 
the enslaved, but America must not be 
made to stand alone, the only nation con- 
secrated to liberty, enlightment and hu- 
manity. 


"We shall not say to the Russian Czar 


or to any other European despot, as 
Moses said to Pharoah, 'Let my people 
go,' but we shall say 'Let my people 
stay; and set my people free.' 


The Russian Jew must be redeemed 


upon Russian soil., The Roumanian Jew 
must be led to liberty by forces within 
and not without the country of his birth. 
Neither repressed by hostile government, 
nor compelled to seek his freedom by 
self expatriation. 


"We demand for him that for which 


his ancestors have strugled and Buffegred 
through twenty centuries of unparalleled 
persecution—the right to live at peace 
under whatever sky or whatever flag ho 
may select; to build his home, to rear his 
family and to find his happiness where- 
soever it shall please God to lead his 
wandering feet. 


"Let us be proud of our Americanism, 


but let us be prouder still of our Ameri- 
can Judaelsm. 
Let the youth of our 


faith be taught to reject the fallacy that 
to be moro of an American he must be 
less of a Jew. 


"Religion and patriotism have always 


traveled hand in hand. ; Our prophets 
ha.vo preached it, our sages have com- 
manded it.

The 
deeper layer of self In touch with the 
Infinite, Dr. Satthlanandhan . said, was 
the well spring of all our moral and 
spiritual actions. It Is the foundation 
of all experiments In hypnotism.
